New York, June 7.— A special from Cape Haytien describing the bom 
bardment of Santiago de Cuba on Monday says that the forts about thi 
harbor are now a mass of ruins. TheMorroisa shapeless pile of ruined 
masonry and f dismantled guns, and the Kstrella battery is utterly 
ruined. This result, the dispatch says, was tTie work of ten American 
ironclads, which passed back and forth from Fort Cabera on the west to 
Port Aguadores on the east of the harbor entrance, discharging their 
heavy guns as they steamed along, so that scarcely a yard of the coast

At Port Aguadores the forts re

Two infantry 
Lieutenants, Garcia and Pen./, and twenty-one privates are reported 
fatally wounded. Later in the day the American ships moved closer to- 
ward the mouth of the harbor, where the old cruiser Reina Mercedes 
had been discerned attempting to place explosives about the hull of the 
Merrimac to blow her to pieces and clear the channel. 

A 13-inch shell from the Oregon landed squarely abaft her pilot house 
and tore all her upper works to shreds: Her "Second Commodore," five 
of her sailors, and a marine were killed. A Second Lieutenant of the 
Reina Mercedes and sixteen of her seamen w ere very seriously wounded. 

A perfect shower of shell and shot fell upon and around the old cruiser 
and she was so badly damaged that her crew, by order of Admiral Cer- 
vera, abandoned her and sought the shore for safety. 

About noon, according to the Haytien dispatch, a landing party of 
American marines, near Daiquiri, was attacked by Spanish infantry and 
a squad of cavalry. The insurgents were posted in the neigh bo rhoo , 
and with the aid of the marines successfully took up a position, holding 
it and later making it a base from which they operated. The Spanish 
force was defeated with heavy loss and driven back toward Santiago, 
leaving their wounded behind them. 

The Americans are entrenched near Daiquiri and are landing heavy 
guns, preparatory to moving them towards Santiago and laying siege to 
the city. 

There is a panic in Santiago. The residents who can leave are fleeing 
to the country, joining the insurgents, are doing anything to get away 
from the certain destruction that now awaits Cervera's fleet and the 
forces of Pando and Linaaes.

Dewey Continues To Direct 

Operations At Manila. 

Washington, June 7.-(Spccial.)-A dispatch to the London Times 
from Manila which baa been cabled here referred to the fighting of May 30 
and June 1, says the Spanish loss in killed, wounded and prisoners xxas 
heavy, but that the most serious feature of all for Spain is the defection 
of hundreds of native auxiliaries. The dispatch says; 

"One native regiment deserted after killing its officers and massa- 
Creing B Company Of Spanish infantry, and rebels and ex-rebels on both 
sides have been shot because they were suspected of treachery to their 
respective generals. The Spaniards are endeavoring by every means 
to win over the rebels, who are attracted by promises of pardon and 
high offices. But Aguinaldo's attraction is stronger. He is their 
leader and has completely surrounded Manila by Cutting the railroad 
and holding the rivers by which fiH>d had previously reached the city. 
If the city is not starved into surrender, the rebels may carry it. having 
now an increased number of rifles and field guns. 

'•Aguinaldo's treatment of the Spanish prisoners is exemplary . Few 
excesses are reported, and this is attributed largely to the influence of 
Admiral Dewey, w ho is in communication with the insurgents
